Juno 7.—The n o u s that Kart 
Kitchener, secretary of sta te for war, 
and h is .staff, who were proceeding to 
Russia aboard tire cruiser Hampshire, 
were lost off the Orkney Islands, was 
the most stunning blow Great Britain 
hiiB received since th* war began. 
This is the second shock the coun­ 
try has sustained within a week. 
The other was when the newspapers 
appeared Friday evening with the first 
intelligence of the naval battle in the 
North sea in the form of a list of the 
ships lost, with virtually no intl ma 
tlon that there was any con pensation 
In the way of enem y losses. 
The bulletin telling of the death of 
Kitchener gave the country even a 
greater shock. 
Kitchener was the one outstanding 
personality whom the people talked of 
and believed in as a great man. not­ 
w ithstanding 
newspajjer 
attacks, 
which at a fcuvier period in the war 
threatened to underm ine public confi­ 
dence in him. 
A telegram from Admiral Sir John 
Jellico^, com m ander of the fleet, giv 
log the bare facts, was received at the 
admiralty.

Lord Kitchener was sixty-five years 
of age, but was hale, hearty and vig­ 
orous and with an enorm ous capacity 
for work.

The Justice does not 
care to make the run for president. 
He will run. however, lf Ilia candi­ 
dacy Is considered to he the beat 
means of defeating Wilson. 
Justice Hughes looks 
upon 
the 
continuation of the Wilson adm inis­ 
tration as a menace to the nation. 
If Mr nomination is deemed by nn 
overwhelming majority of republi­ 
cans to be the best means of ejecting 
Wilson be will accept the nomination 
and the inevitable abuse and 
connected with It. 
In his case the 
nomination will bring an extraordin­ 
ary amount of both. 
He 
wdll 
be 
abused, sr he has been abused as a 
justice of the supreme court running 
for 
the 
presidency, 
lie 
will 
be 
abused still more because he will not 
re. dun from tim supreme bench wblb 
a candidate, and lf elected be will 
not resign from the .supreme bench 
until the Instant before taking the 
Inaugural oath. 
That Ms real motive In refusing to 
resign Is that he docs 
not 
believe 
President Wilson IR the proper kind 
of a man to nppolnt the Justices of 
the supreme bench will be flouted by 
every one whose desire or Interest Is 
to defeat him for election. Many of 
Mb admirers will not be able to fol­ 
low bls reasoning. 
It might defeat 
him. 
Justice 
Hughes, 
however, 
bas 
stronger convictions than any man 
In public life and a stronger will to 
adhere to these convictions. 
He will 
not yield one inch to political ex­ 
pediency.
